Clear & warm December 12 1826 


Last night I took the variation at the point where I struck the Saline on the line I run S 12 W (in traveling from corn 
to S 33 & 34 T 8S R7 W to the point of beginning of this survey—SE cor T 15 S R 9 W) and found it to be 9° 10’ 
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Original Land Survey Notes in Ashley County, Arkansas, Cont. 


Note—The Saline is now high and backed up by the the Washitaw I was informed yesterday morning by some 
gentleman who were going down in order to move upa family that were then at the mouth of the Saline to their 
settlement, which according to their statements is situated about 20 miles by water above this place, they like wise 
informed me that the Saline was a navigable water course at most seasons of the year in consequence of which 
together with its appearance I have thought proper to consider it as such. 


The opposite or North bank of the Saline where set a post corner to fractional Townships No. 15 & 15 Sounth Ranges 
No8 & 9 West to which a White Oak 38 inches diamr bears N 66 1/2 E 22 links and a Churkpin Oak 11 inches diamr 
bears N 23° W 54 1/2 links dist.

This day lost by building a store house for my provisions which is to be brought into the woods by Wm. Raney per 
contract. 


December 13th 1826. This day clear calm & warm 


Set 1/4 Section post from which a fork’d White Oak 18 inches diamr bears § 79 1/2 E 26 links and a pine 8 in. diamr. 
bears N 77°15' W 41 links dist. 


Land since the bayou Saline the first 15 chains good bottom the balance wet timber pine oak & c Undergrowth wild 
peach privy vines & c — fit for cultivation.

Set a post corner to Sections No. 13 & 24 from which a Pine 20 inches diamr bears N 42 W 6 links and Ditto 12 
inches diamr bears S 17° W 51 1/2 links. 


Land level and swampy. Timber pine oak & c Undergrowth whortleberry vines bushes holly & c. not fit for 
cultivation. 


I Certify that the foregoing notes from page No. 11 to page No. 84 inclusive are the original field notes of Exterior 
boundaries of Townships as laid off and surveyed by me in the month of December 1826 under my contract with 
Wm. McRee Surveyor of the United States lands in Illinois, Missouri and Arkansas bearing Date the Sth of Oct. 
1826, and that the marks, descriptions, courses and distances therein specified are correct and are set down 

successively in the same order in which the work was acturally performed on the ground and that all the lines called 
for from pages No. 11 to 61 inclusive were run at a variation of 9° 10' East and from page No. 62 to page No. 84 


inclusive at a variation of 9° 14 East. N. Rightor, D. Surveyor W. N. R. 


May 29th 1827. 


In the foregoing notes I have in some instances stated that I adjusted my chain and found it (the length there specified) 
too long, but without saying specifically whether I reduced it to the proper length or not, and as my meaning may 
not properly be understood, I here state generally that in all such casés I did adjust and make it the length of my 
Standard Chain, and also in the correction of some of my East and West lines I have given the true course of the 
line, sometimes its whole length, and sometimes only along a part of the sections, and have also given the course 
(according to the general practice hertofore pursued) as being East or West as the case would require, and as this 
may admit of a misconsturction I here state, that in all such lines were run their whole length on the true course.

My grandfather, Joseph Finch & John Finch came to New York City just after the Revolutionary War. They came trom 
London and were Warwichshire, were related to the Cabell—Loft family, the Deloneys, Stanton and Courtney families. My 
grandmother was Mary Stuart, closely related to the Mary Stuart of Scotch history, English branch. 


My grandfather Joseph Finch remained in New York while Uncle John went to South Carolina. My grandfather Finch lived 
partly in New York City and partly in Belview, New Jersery, twelve miles from the city.
